British View Result of Recent Po- 
litical Conference as Eminently Sat- 
isfactory, Welcoming Assurance of

BERLIN. Feb. iz. — King Edward 
and Queen Alexandra left here for 
London at 5 o'clock this afternoon aft- 
er a visit of four days in the German 
capital. 

They were accompanied to the rail- 
road station by the Emperor and the 
Empress and their military suites, and 
Prince Henry of Prussia. The leave- 
taking was affectionate, His Majesty 
kissing the Emperor three times on the 
cheek. 

It can be stated with authority that 
in the British view the result of the 
recent political conference between 
British and German statesmen in Ber- 
lin is regarded as eminently satisfac- 
tory. The Imperial chancellor was as- 
gured of the British government's un- 
qualified and cordial approval of the 
Franco-German convention with re- 
gard to Morocco. This agreement is 
welcomed as tending to foster good 
feelings between France and Germany, 
and in this way it will exert a mate- 
rial influence upon the consolidation 
of friendly relations between Great 
Britain and Germany. 

English official circles welcome the 
assurance given during the interview 
between the Imperial chancellor and 
Sir Charles Harding, under-secretary 
of the Foreign Office, that in endeavor- 
ing for the preservation of peace and 
the maintenance of the status quo in 
the Near Kast as well as in the sup- 
port of the new order of things in

The extemporaneous part of the 
speech was as follows:

STALLED ARE 
HUNDRED PASSENGERS. 


ANTA BARBARA, Feb. 12.—{Ex- 
clusive Dispatch.] Twelve hundred 
passengers are stalled here on five 
trains of the Southern Pacific Rall- 
road tonight, awaiting the clearing 
away of landslides between this city 
and Carpinteria, twelve miles south. 
Nearly all these passengers are bound 
for Los Angeles and points east. 
They arrived here at different times 
today, after some of the trains had 
been stalled at Surf by great sand 
dunes that drifted upon the tracks.

The work will prob- 
ably take the largest part of tonight, 
and as soon as the tracks are clear 
the stalled trains will start in pro- 
cession toward Los Angeles. 
SPOKANE SPECIAL STALLED. 
Train No. 22, due here at 8 this 
evening, will not arrive until after 1

ATH OF STORM 


WEAK STRUCTURES ALONG 
SHORE ARE MOWN DOWN. 
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Gale and Driving Rein Come When 
Extremely High Tide le at Flood 


SANTA MONICA, Feb. 12—The 
worst storm of the season broke over 
the Santa Monica Bay district during 
the later hours of the night and con- 
tinued almost without interruption 
}throughout the forenoon. The wind 
blew in from the west as a gale, driv- 
ing the rain and lashing the sea into 
fury. Unfortunately the wind was 
at its greatest velocity when an en 
tremely high tide was at its flood. 


county road along the beach,. which 
was again washed out in several 
places. Sections were clipped from the 
ocean end of the pleasure pier at Man- 
hattan. A number of piles were 
washed from the sewer pier at 
Hyperion, and the 300 feet of the Playa 
Del Rey pier that escaped the last 
series of ground swelis was — 
into a shapeless mass of wreckage and 
deposited along the shore for a dis- 
tance of two miles. This portion of 
the pier stood at sea with no shore 
end connections and its stability had 
been such for some time that the first 
heavy tide was expected to carry it 
away. 

At Venice the was only 
nominal. The Center street pier stood 
the strain without losing any of its 
plies. The new landing for smal) boats 
at the breakwater washed ashore, as 
did also the launch Tomboy and a 
half-dozen small boats. 

‘The Hollister avenue pier of Santa 
Monica escaped with the loss of six 
piles from different sections of the 
structure. These were of the more ex- 
posed bers and were gathered by 
the force of the waves at points where” 
greatest weaknesses were developed by 
the storm. In dollars and cents the 
damage will amount to but little, 
Senta Monica's new municipal pier 
of reinforced concrete stood the storm 
without a tremble, although several 
hundred feet of the frame falsework 
was washed away. With this tempo- 
rary construction was carried the en- 
gine and pile driver, which are resting 
on the bed of the ocean in thirty feet 
of water. None of the artificial stone 
sticks were injured and the completed 
portion Of the pier is as solid today 
as it wae before the storm. The stone 
pillars have been sunk for a full 1200 
feet and the falsework had been ex- 
tended to almost the full distance, 160% 
feet from the shore. Being of only 
temporary character, the scaffolding 
had not the strength to withstand the 
attacks of the heavy seas. To replace 
the falsework will cost several hun- 
dred dollars, which, with the delay in 
the completion of the pier, will repre- 
sent the sum total of the havoc 
wrought by the storm at North Beach.

Three of the Southern Presbyterian 
weeklies, the Central Presbyterian, the 
Southern Presbyterian and the Soutn- 
western Presbyterian, have been con- 
solidated into a new publication, the 
Presbyterian of the South.
